At such neetings a determ nation shal
be made, and reported in an open session that (1) the need
for confidentiality still exists as to all or part of those

mnutes or (2) that the mnutes or_ recordings or portions

thereof no longer require confidential treatnent and are
avai l abl e for public inspection.

(e) Unless the public body has nade a deternination that

the verbatim recording no longer requires confidenti al

treatnent or otherw se consents to disclosure, the verbatim

record of a neeting closed to the public shall not be open

f or public inspection or subject to discovery in any

adm ni strative proceedi ng other than one brought to enforce

this Act. In the case of a civil action brought to enforce

this Act, the court may conduct such in canera exanm nati on of

the verbatimrecord as it finds appropriate in order to

determine whether there has been a violation of this Act. In

the case of a crininal proceeding, the court may conduct an

in canera exam nation in order to determ ne what portions, if

any, nust be nade available to the parties for use as

evidence in the prosecution. If the court or admnistrative

hearing officer determnes that a conplaint or suit brought

for noncompliance under this Act is valid it may, for the

pur poses of discovery, redact fromthe mnutes of the neeting

closed to the public any informati on deened to qualify under

the attorney-client privilege. The provisions of this

subsection do not supersede the privacy or confidentiality

provi sions of State or federal |aw.

(f) Mnutes of neetings closed to the public shall be

avai l able only after the public body deternmines that it is no
